United  States  and  Puerto  Rico  totaled  U,273  million  pounds  (farm-sales-weight). 
as  of  January  1,  1952,   This  is  283  million  pounds  or  about  7  percent  higher 
than  stocks  reported  on  the  same  date  last  year.   The  1951  crop  of  around  2,300 
million  pounds  was  over  80  percent  marketed  by  January  1,  1952.   Sales  of  the 
flue-cured  crop  were  completed  in  December  and  a  considerable  part  of  the  1951 
Burley  production  had  been  marketed  before  January  1. 

For  the  southern  types,  holdings  of  flue-cured  leaf  as  of  January  1,  1952, 
increased  9  percent  compared  with  January  1  a  year  ago, -Burley  stocks  were  up 
6  percent,  and  Maryland  11  percent,   Inventories  of  fire-cured  leaf  were  down 
9  percent  from  a  year  earlier  while  stocks  of  dark  air-cured  showed  an  increase 
compared  with  the  previous  January  1»  For  the  cigar  leaf  types,,  stocks  of  the 
filler  types  were  5  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  binder  types  increased 
8  percent  and  shade-grown  was  up  6  percent 0  For  the  foreign-grown  types  holdings 
of  both  cigarette  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other),  and  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf 
were  larger  than  on  the  previous  January  1.

Stocks  at  Record  Levels  As  of  January  1_, 

Marketing  of  the  record  size  1951  flue-cured  tobacco  crop  was  completed  in 
December  with  producer  sales  amounting  to  around  1„H50  million  pounds>   Stocks 
of  flue-cured  leaf  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  as  of  January  1,  1952 
were  raised  to  the  record  level  of  2,268  million  pounds  -  an  increase  of  178 
million  compared  ^-ith  a  year  earlier. 

Burley  tobacco  stocks  totaled  1,188  million  pounds  as  of  this  January  1  compared 
with  1,119  million  the  previous  year.   The  Burley  auction  markets  opened  in  late 
Fovember.  From  then  until  January  1  sales  totaled  about  395  million  pounds  or 
about  65  percent  of  the  estimated  1951  crop. 

Stocks  of  Maryland  tobacco  were  59^3  million  pounds  as  of  January  ls  1952  which 
represented  an  increase  of  5*9  million  compared  with  the  same  quarter  last  year. 
During  the  October-December  1951  quarter  about  142  million  pounds  entered  stocks 
through  deliveries  of  growers  to  the  hogshead  market, 

Holdings  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other) 
Type  90  continued  to  increase,  totaling  I69.7  million  pounds  compared  with 
I5O.3  million  the  previous  January  1, 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 

Low er  Holdings  of  Fire— cured  Leaf, 

Dark  Stocks  Higher  Because  of  More  Hap id  Marketings 

Fire-cured  tobacco  stocks  showed  a  significant  decrease  compared  with  the  previous 
January  1.   Most  of  the  reduction  was  reflected  in  holdings  of  Type  23;  although 
Type  22  stocks  were  slightly  lower,  whereas  more  Type  21  leaf  was  on  hand  compared 
with  a  year  earlier*   Total  stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  137^0  million 
pounds  consisting  of  26.6  million  of  Virginia  fire-cured,  83«1  million  of 
Eastern  District  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  fire-cured,  27»0  million  of  Yfestern 
District  fire-cured,  and  0^3  million  of  Henderson  Stemming.   The  Virginia 
fire-cured  markets  opened  in  December  and  5*5  million  pounds  had  been  marketed 
prior  to  this  January  1.   The  Type  22  and  Type  23  markets  did  not  open  until 
January - 

The  dark  air-cured  tobacco  markets  opened  in  November  and  17-.0  million  pounds 
were  sold  during  the  November-December  periodc   Only  5«2  million  pounds  were 
marketed  during  the  corresponding  period  from  the  previous  crop.  Because  of 
the  more  rapid  marketing  of  the  1951  crop,  stocks  of  dark  air-cured  leaf  of 
77.3  million  as  of  January  1,  1952  were  up  slightly  from  this  quarter  last  year.. 
Holdings  of  One  Sucker  tobacco  this  January  1  were  Ul,3  million  pounds, 
Green  River  32.8  million  and  Virginia  sun-cured  3»1  million. 
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CIGAR  LEAF  STOCKS 

Stocks  of  Most  Cigar  Types  Show  Increase 

Stocks  of  ail  types  of  domestic  cigar-leaf  tobacco  including  Puerto  Mean 
as  of  January  1„  1952»  totaled  352°3  mil--3-on  pounds  (farm-salea-weight)  —   an 
increase  of  20,9  million  pounds  compared  with  a  year  earlier,,   Holdings  of 
most  types  showed  increases  although  stocks  of  Puerto  Eican  filler  and 
Connecticut  Valley  Shade  were  lowerc  Inventories  of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf 
amounted  to  18SU  million  pounds  as  against  l60l  million  on  hand  the  previous 
January  10 

Cigar-filler  stocks  were  reported  as  183»3  million  pounds  on  January  1,  1952  of 
which  115»5  million  pounds  were  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf;  2806  million  Ohio  filler; 
and  39 0 2  million  Puerto  Rican  filler,  Of  the  Puerto  Mean  stocks  l6v,2  million 
were  in  Puerto  Rico,   Cigar  filler  stocks  were  809  million  pounds  larger  than  on 
the  same  date  last  year,   Increases  in  stocks  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  filler 
types  more  than  compensated  for  a  decrease  in  holdings  of  Puerto  Eican  leaf. 

Cigar-binder  stocks  totaled  lUl03  million  pounds  compared  with  I3I0O  million  the 
previous  January  1*   Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  stocks  were  3^=3  million 
pounds  this  January  1„  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  was  J>Qn&   million. 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  1„7  millions  Southern  Wisconsin  3°>0 
million,  and  Northern  Wisconsin  4-1.6  million0  Based  on  changes  in  stocks,  it 
appears  that  part  of  the  1951  crop  of  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  and 
Havana  Seed  moved  into  the  hands  cf  dealers  prior  to  January  10 

Shade-grown  stocks  were  27<>7  million  pounds  as  of  January  1,  1952  -  an  increase 
of  about  1,7  million  compared  with  holdings  a  year  earlier.  All  of  the  increase 
represented  larger  inventories  of  Type  62  which  more  than  balanced  a  alight 
decrease  in  stocks  of  Type  6l,   Stocks  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  were  16^8

Stocks  of  Cuban  leaf  were  reported  as  17.1  million  pounds  compared  with  15«1 
million  for  this  quarter  last  yeare  Holdings  of  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  totaled 
0,7  million  pounds  and  Philippine  Islands  (Manila)  leaf  0,6  million.
